Mr. .Sun Editor, this is one das­ 
tardly crime that carmot be laid 
on Adams Count) *s doorstep. 
It Is 
respectfully requested that Han­ 
over be more particular in ascer­ 
taining facts or topography before 
charging us with wickedness that 
does not belong to us.

It follows in full: 
Withholding Horror

generate savagery beyond belief. 
Some editors publishe d the g h ast­ 
ly 
document 
without 
deletion. 
Some editors refused to pass these 
monstrous facts to their readers— 
all kinds of people, stable folk who 
might only chudder and pass on, 
sophisticated 
folk 
who 
know 
scientifically w hat the Hickman 
species represents, innocents who 
can only wonder, hardened people 
who would smirk, sensitive people 
such as expectant mothers whose 
reactions 
might 
bo 
perilous, 
young, old. >ane, insane.sensible, 
silly and so forth through the 
ranks of society. 
When one be­ 
gins to analyze the responsibility 
of such publication the question 
becomes grave indeed. 
“ In W ashington the Evening 
S tar ran a notice addressed to 
readers, as follows: ’Note—C e r­ 
tain details of the Hickman con­ 
fession which have today been 
made public are omitted from the 
report as printed in 
the 
Star. 
This policy will be continued on 
the basis that, with the criminal 
in the hands of justice, the obliga­ 
tions of a family newspaper are 
fully discharged when it prints 
the legitimate news and omits the 
revolting incidents to an unspeak- 
able crime.’ 
“ It is an interesting sidelight 
that 
Washington 
Daily 
News 
picked up the S ta r’s note in a lead 
editorial ami made the comment: 
‘The Daily News, having followed 
this same policy from the first, is 
pleased to say ‘Amen’ to the S ta r’s 
announcement.’ 
“ It is, of course, always a ques­ 
tion where the line shall be drawn 
between what is fit or unfit for 
publication. 
There 
can 
be 
no 
arbitrary general 
rule, 
in 
our 
opinion. 
Policy m ust bo dictated 
by the conscience of individual 
editors. 
Every 
story 
must 
be 
judged on Us own merit*. 
Each 
day brings forth its unique prob­ 
lem. 
In tho 
broad 
sense 
the 
American editor strives to tell in 
decent terms 
what 
the 
people 
have a right to know of the facts 
of life, both pleasant and un­ 
pleasant. 
There are automatic 
penalties 
for 
violation 
of 
the 
canons of decency, economic and 
otherwise. 
There 
are also in­ 
evitable penalties, economic and 
otherwise, for cowardly failure to 
print the news readers deserve for 
their pennies. 
Editors who arc 
grounded in the habits of gentle­ 
men and go about their business 
with professional spirit usually 
are able to find the 
line that 
bounds what m ay and what may 
not be said in print.’’ 


Stiegel Bottle is Sold 
RUTH’S EXECUTION 
By Mark Bream for $1000 (TONIGHT IS STILL 
To Collector of A n t i q u e s PROBLEMATICAL 


Amethyst Colored Rarity Will Be Added To Col- Battle 
Being 
Waged 
lection Of Member Of dul’ont Family; Is 
Considered One Of Rare Products Of 
Famous Glass Manufacturer Who 
Lived Near Lancaster.

Mark Bream, Carlisle street* to­ 
day sold a genuine .Stiegel glass bot­ 
tle to Edward Henderson* Chambers­ 
burg antique dealer, for $1,000. The 
bottle “with a nrioe” was purchased 
for the duPont collection, it was re­ 
ported. 
Identified within the last few years 
us a piece of genuine Baron Stiegel 
glassware, it took on a new value 
both to Mr. Bream and to those who 
would acquire it. 
Several years ago 
the Breams might ha va taken $5 for 
the bottle; recently they refused an 
offer of $900. 
The small container* with its dark 
purplish color and Hand-wrought de­ 
sign* of diamonds with daisy cen­ 
ters, was viewed by numerous antique 
dealer* anxious to purchase it, but 
until now the Breams had refused to 
sell. 
The bottle was handed down 
from generation to generation in Mrs. 
Bream’* family, and had an added 
value as a family heirloom. 
Baron Stiegel Marking-. 
The tiny perfume bottle had one 
of the several distinguishing m arks 
of Baron Stiegel glassware, th a t of 
the countersunk, half-straw berry bot­ 
tom. 
By rubbing the fingers across 
this indentation sharp points are felt, 
as though the maker had failed to 
complete his task in “blowing" the 
bottle. 
Manufactured 
by 
Baron Stiegel’* 
glass blowers a t Manheim, Lancaster 
county, years before the Revolution­ 
ary W ar, the am ethyst bottle is be­ 
hoved to be 175 years old, and is said 
to be one of the few extant am ethyst- 
colored specimens 
from 
th a t 
pre- 
Revolutionary manufacture. Another 
perfume bottle, similar to the one 
owned by the Breams, is reported to 


| Le in th*- possession of the Metropol­ 
itan museum in Ne w York city, but 
there is said to bf* a crack in th** one 
on display in the metropolis, while 
the Bi cam ’s ja r was perfect in every 
way. 
M orth $200 An Inch 
A fa - mile o f the Bream’s Stiegel 
bottle is contained 
in 
the 
book* 
“Sti*g« I 
Glass,” by Frederick W ii* 
i Ham Hunter, who made a study of 
tin* pioneer g la ss m anufacturer’s art. 
In the book, a ja r similar in every 
detail to the one owned locally is listed 
, as “A m ethyst flint toilet bottle.’’ The 
. little is (*nly 5^4 inches high, so that 
its value is just u little 
less than 
$200 an 
inch, in term s of the price 
I reei ived by the Breams. 
Baron 
Stiegel was born 
in Ger­ 
many. 
He came to this country as a 
young man arui m arried in Lancaster 
i county, according to Historians. 
He 
j imported four glass blowers from the 
( old country, each in expert in coter- 
j ing and blowing glass, and these men 
and Baron Stiegel plied -thc.r a rt at 
Manheim, Lancaster county. 
Histories say that only seven col­ 
or* of glass bottles and jars were 
blown. 
They were 
white, 
brown, 
amethyst, light and dark green and 
light and dark blue. 
Few* specimens 
of Baron Stiegel’s art remain, and 
the value a f those in existence has­ 
been mounting with leaps and bounds

Berlin.— (A P )—A 3,000 year old 
settlement of bronze age men, with 
remains pointing to human sacrifices, 
has been discovered at Buschmuehle, 
near Frankfurt on the Oder. 


A scientific commission 
appointed 
by the Prussian government has been 
excavating on the spot to investigate 
remains of a Slav village of the 6th 
century A. D„ but digging deeper 
down, Professor Unverzagt 
of the 
Berlin Ethnological museum and his 
h< Ipers came upon far older remains, 
which they deciare to date from a 
time when the Slavs had 
not 
yet 
separated themselves from their indo. 
germanic ancestry. 
They are said 
to be the wild Thracians and Illyrians 
who preceded the ancient Greeks and 
Romans in southeastern Europe and 
who were afterwards partly Roman­ 
ized and partly merged into ©thor in­ 
vading tribes. 
Never before have 
Thracian 
re­ 
mains been discovered so far north in 
Europe. 
The explorers believe that 
the settlement, after being abandon­ 
ed by its original inhabitants, laid 
waste for 1,000 years until the Slavs 
came upon the scene.
